The amendment of 29 April 2002 (Paper No. 5) has been entered in full. Claims 
1-42 are cancelled and claims 43-58 are added.

It is noted to Applicant that claims 46-58 depend from claim 13, which has been 
cancelled. Examiner has assumed that these claims depend from claim 43.
